CHAPTER 1. 


Meteorology, Economic conditions, i.e, prices of food grains, etc. 

Rainfall in Ajmer-Merwara . — ^Rainfall in the District during the year was 
22*77 inches as compared with 16*6 inches in the preceding year. On the whole 
it was not normally distributed.

CHAPTER n. 

Births and Deaths. 

There were 21,983 births’ p 1,963 males and 10,020 females) • registered in 
the year 1937 as agamst 23,493 in 1936 showing a decrease of 1,610. 

.3 according to the'population of 1931 census 
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'AND ON VACCINATION FOR THE YEAR 1937 - 38 . ^ 

The percentage of male to female births was 119*39 during the year under' 
report as compared with 113-26 in the previous year. 

The birth rate exceeded the death rate by 7*74 per mille of population for 
1931 and by 7-35 per mille of mid-year estimated population for 1937. 

17,641 deaths were registered during the year against 14,086 last year result- 
ing in an increase of 3,555. 

Out of the total number of deaths reported 11,436 have been classified under 
the head “ fever The general practice of classifying deaths due to various 
diseases under this head still goes on.. This is due to the fact that death reporters 
are mostlj’^ illiterate as has been pointed out in previous reports. It is hoped that 
all local bodies in the district entrusted wdth the duty of registering bii-ths and 
deaths wrill pay early attention to this important matter. 

The death rate per mille of population for 1931 and mid-year estimated popula- 
tion for 1937 was 31-48 and 29-86 respectively as against 25-14 and 24-11 in the 
previous year. 

The mortality under 6 years of age was 54-90 per cent, of the total deaths 
against 50*08 last year.. 

The mortality among children under 1 year of ago was 28*17 per cent, of the 
total deaths as against 29*03 in the preceding year. 

Deaths recorded from tuberculosis in the city and suburbs of Ajmer were 
637 as compared with 660 in the year 1936. 


CHAPTER m. 

State of Public Health in the district and history of chief diseases. 


The following comparative table shows the number of deaths from chief 
diseases : — • 



Cholera, 


No death occurred from this disease against 21 in the year 1936. 

Smallpox. 

During the year under review 696 deaths occurred from Small-pox against 
247 last year, the rate being 1-06 and i- 00 per mille of population for census of 
1931 and mid-year estimated population for 1937 respectively against -44 and 
•42' in the preceding year. The disease was prevalent mostly in the rural pai*t 
' of the district. It prevailed in epidemic form in the first half-year and subsequent- 
ly declined. The highest mortality {viz. 142) was registered in the' month of 
April 1937. ; 
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71 deaths \Yere registered in the nrhan area of the district showing a rate of 
*39 and *88 per mille of population for 1931 census and mid-year estimated popula- 
tion for 1937 respectively against 13 with a rate of *07 and *07 last year. 

624 deaths were registered in rural areas with a rate of 1*37 and 1*28 per mille 
of population for 1931 census and mid-yoar estimated population for 1937 respec- 
tively as against 234 with a rate of *61 and *68 in the preceding year. 

Influenza. 

Only one case of Influenza was recorded in the rural part of the 'district. 

Plague. 

' fortunately the district remained free from this disease during the year under 
report. 

Fevers. 

The number of deaths from fevers was 11,436 against 9,160 in the preced- 
ing year with a rate of 20*41 and 19*35 per mille of population for 1931 census 
and mid-year esiamated population for 1937 respectively against 16*34 and 15*68 
during the year 1936. The mortality was highest in the months of April, August 
and September while lowest in the month of July 1937. Diseases such as Malaria, 
those of the Enteric group. Pneumonia and others characterised by high fever 
are registered under the head ‘ fever *. In addition there is a large proportion of 
deaths, the causes of which are not correctly ascertained and which are shown 
imder this head according to the practice in vogue. This is due mostly to the 
fact that the death reporters are generally illiterate or persons of low educational 
qualifications. 

In the Municipal towns 1,176 deaths were registered from * fever ’ against 
1,037 last year with the rates of 6*62 and 6*42 per mille of population of 1931 
census and mid-year estimated population for 1937 respectively against 5*76 and 
6*71 during the last year. 

10,261 deaths were registered in the rural area of the district against 8,123 
last year with the rate of 26*99 and 26*16 per mille of population for 1931 census 
and mid-year estimated population for 1937 respectively as against 21*37 and 
20*16 in the preceding year. 


'Dysentery -and Diarrhoea. 

This group of diseases recorded 570 deaths as compared with 497 in the previ- 
ous year. The highest mortality was registered in the months of May and August, 
as last year. 

, With the exception, of 8 in. the rural area all deaths were registered in the 
Municipal towns with a ratio of 3*11 and 3*07 per mille of population for 1931 
census and mid-year estimated population for 1937 respectively as compared with 
496 with a ratio of 2*74 and •2*72 in the year 1936. 

More than §rd of the total deaths were -registered in the city of Ajmer as in 
the last year. This abnormally high rate of deaths in the city seems to be chiefly 
due partly to the insufficient and impure supply of drinking water by pipe line 
in the city and partly to the unsatisfactory state of affairs for the d^posalof night 
sou, foul water and rubbish. 


Resjoiratory diseases. 

2,939 deaths with a mortalify rate of 6*24 and 4*97 per mille of population 
for 1931 and mid-year estimated for 1937 respectively were registered dmins the 
year agamst 2,383 deaths with a rate of 4*26 and 4*07 in the year 1936. ” 

2,930 deaths were recorded in the Mimicipal towns and 9 in the rural ft-roo 
as compared with 2,377 and 6 in the previous year. 

- As tuberculosis is not registered separately it is diflacult to assess the 
of this terrible disease. It is spreading rapidly in the MuniciSkl of 4me? 
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whioh'is overcrowded and insanitary. However, the following special acconunoda- 
tion existed for tuberculosis at the Hospitals and Sanitoiia noted below : —

(a) Victoria Hospital, ! ! ’. ! ! ! 10 

(b) Women’s Mission Hospital, Ajmer, female .... 10 

(c) Mary Wilson Sanitorium, Tilaunia, 24 miles from Ajmer, for women 80 

{d) The Madar Sanitorium miles from Ajnicr, for men ... 40 

Both sanitoria (c) and (d) are within a couple of 100 yards of Bailway station 
on the B. B. & C. I. Bailway line between Ajmer and Delhi. They are managed 
and almost entirely supported by the American Methodist Mission. They are 
ideally situated in spacious grounds, , in a healthy atmosphere. In addition to 
this several cases of tuberculosis of glands, bones and joints were admitted into 
the surgical wards of the 'two hospitals mentioned above. Begular tuberculosis 
clinics could not however be held for want of a Health Visitor who could not be 
obtained, in spite of the ofEer of an attractive salary, on account of the difficulty 
of obtaining medical stafE to examine and diagnose the cases. At a meeting of 
the Anti-Tuberculosis Committee held during December 1937 the following arrange- 
ments were made : ( 1 ) Doctor M. D. Talwar, Medical Officer of Health, Municipal 
Committee, Ajmer, was sent to Calcutta to attend a Post Graduate Course in 
Tuberculosis organised by King George Thanksgiving (Anti-tuberculosis) Bund 
and ( 2 ) Doctor C. L. Anderson, who retired from Government service, is running 
a regular Tuberculosis clinic at the Victoria Hospital assisted by the stafE of 
Hospital. Considerable work is being done in examining and diagnosing cases 
to their source in examining the contacts and reporting to the clinic. 

Other causes of deaths^ 

The total number of deaths registered under this head was 1,930 as compared • 
with 1,674 in the precedmg year. The term " Other causes ” includes a large 
number of diseases and it is impossible to assess the relative share played by each . 

1,889 deaths in the Municipal town and 41 in the rural area were registered 
during the year under report against 1,646 in urban and 28 in rural areas in the 
previous year. 

Le/prosy. 

Out of 36 palfients treated at the Victoria Hospital clinic during the year 
1937, 32 were outdoor and 3 indoor. All patients were adult and male except 6 
females. 29 of them belonged to Ajmer-Merwara (16 belonged to Ajmer-Merwara 
proper and 14 were outsiders living in Dargah as beggars) and the remaining 6 
patients to other provinces of India. In some cases lepra-bacilli were found on 
bacteriological examination from the smears taken from the nose and skin but as 
their attendance at the hospital was irregular no defbiite conclusion could be arrived 
at as to -their progress. 

Rabies. . . 

Since November 1932 a centre for anti-rabic treatment has been working in 
the Victoria Hospital, Ajmer. 268 (221 indigent and 37 self-paying) patients 
belonging to Ajmer-Merwara and the surrounding states were treated at tbin 
centre during the year under report as compared with 432 (378 indigent w-nil 54 
self-paying) during the last year. A detailed report of the centre will be foimd at 
pages 44-46 of this report. 


CHAPTER IV. 

Epidemiology. 

; - The district remained free from all epidemic diseases except small-pox. Six 
'sporadic cases bf Cerebrospinal fever occurred in the Ajmer Municipal area, 
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CHAPTER V. 

Fairs and Festivals. 

The two large religious -fairs of Urs Khwaja Sahib and Pushkar were held 
as usual at Ajmer and Pushkar respectively. A large gathering of pilgrims attend- 
ed both the fairs. Temporary dispensaries were opened during the fair days in 
the Dargah and at Pushkar. The total number of patients treated was 732 and 
705 respectively at the Dargah and at Pushkar dispensaries. 

Pushkar fair started on the 14th November 1937 and lasted for 6 days. In 
addition to the Sub-Assistant Surgeon in charge of the dispensary one more was 
deputed to supervise the Sanitary arrangements. Boy Scouts rendered assist- 
ance to the public in general. Necessary precautionary measures against the out- 
break of epidemic diseases were taken and happily no epidemic occurred. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Urban Sanitation (including notified areas)« Municipal water supplies, etc; 

The sanitary condition of the Ajmer city continued to be far from satisfactory. 
Nothing has been done to improve the water supply which continues to be in- 
adequate and impure. The arrangements for the removal of night sod, foul water 
and rubbish are still inadequate. The compost system has been introduced and 
the product is put to sale. During the year 1937-38 about 14 thousand running 
feet of drains were pro^dded at the Municipal e3q)ense and about 21 thousand 
running feet at the expense of the people. In the year 1937 the Public Health 
Commissioner with the Government of India (Col. A. J. H. Russell, C.B.El., 
K.H.S., I.M.S,) paid a -vdsit to Ajmer and suggested that the health problems of 
Ajmer may be considered under the follo^ving heads ; — 

(a) Water supply ; 

(b) Drainage and disposal of sullage ; 

(c) Night soil and sewage removal and disposal ; 

(d) Town planning and open spaces ; 

(e) Town extension areas ; 

if) Hospitals and dispensaries ; and 

{g) Health organization. 

The sanitary arrangements of the Beawar town remained in the same 
condition. 

The position with regard to housing in each of the urban areas of Ajmer, 
Beawar, Nasirabad and Keloi is as follows ; — 

Ajmer . — New building bye-laws were approved by the Hon’ble the Chief 
Commissioner in August 1937 and it is' hoped that a marked improvement will 
now be apparent mthin a few years. 

'Town jilanning is in force. Several of the unbuilt areas have been town- 
plaimed. At present new houses are mostly being constructed close to the exist- 
ing houses on plots of land that were purchased for this pmpose some years ago. 
As existing buildings are usually back to back and with 12' or 15' roads in front 
of them, this frequently results in the new houses being much smaller than an 
owner originally ydshed to build and out of line. The problem is to strike a mean 
between compelling a prospective- builder to construct a house with adequate 
ventilataon and means of approach ox of building a house on a smaller scale that 
results in over-crowding within the building. So far as possible 128 servdee lanes 
are provided at_the backs of houses and not less than 25' roads in front of them. 
In sotQe new areas roads of 40' and 30' width are provided as secondary road 
with 12 service lanes. 

As rega^s the co-operative house building societies the number remained 
the same, vtz., 9 as last year. 
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The Adarshnagar House Building Society, though it has been in existence 
•for the last 5 or 6 years only, is making steady progress. The members are taking 
keen interest in its affairs. The houses constructed are of modern fashion and 
well ventilated. Due regard has been paid towards cleanliness and sanitation 
> in these houses. 

Beaioar '. — Houses in this town arc in almost all cases of the Haveli type in 
which many families live. People have now* begun to realise the necessity of 
fresh air and proper ventilation. The houses now constructed by middle class 
persons are of a better type and design but still require further improvements \vith 
respect to ventilation and light. The tendency to live outside the to^vn is grow- 
ing among educated persons and some new houses have been constructed out- 
side the city W’alls. 

The labour quarters of the mill area are in the same old condition as was 
reported last year. 

Building bye-laws, it is expected, will shortly be framed by the Municipal 
Committee on the lines of Ajmer bye-laws. 

Nasirahad . — Housing in Nasirabad is regulated by the Cantonment Act and 
the bye-laws framed thereunder. Due to the rigid enforcement of building bye- 
laws by the Cantonment authorities, housing conditions in Nasirabad are in some 
respects bettet than in Ajmer and elsewhere. ‘ 

Kehri . — ^Nothing has been done in the matter in this Municipality. 


CHAPTER Vn. 

Rural Samtation and Housing. 

The rules for the improvement of village sanitation continued to be in force 
in certain villages of the district but nothing is being done to improve the living 
conditions of the rural population. The matter is still under consideration by 
the Government of India and it is hoped that something wdll be done to ameliorate 
the conditions of living in the rural areas. 

Little attention appears to have been paid so far to the problem of " Hous- 
ing ” in Ajmer-Merwara. In rural areas there are no building societies. In the 
rural area of Ajmer the village co-operative societies have advanced 22 loans 
amounting to Bs. 1,478 for house builduig purposes but the' amount has been 
utilised chiefly by the villagers residing in the neighbourho'od of Ajmer in repair- 
ing their houses and converting Icutcha dwellings into pucca ones. <The 16 co- 
operative Better .Living Societies started by Better Living Propagandists are doing 
their best to improve the sanitation of the villages in which they are situated. 

The District Board has done little for sanitation in these areas. In fact the 
District Board does not regulate construction of houses in the rural areas of tlio 
district. It is hoped that with the introduction of the Bural Development Scheme 
. the District Board will be able to do something to improve sanitation in the rural 
areas. Comparatively speaking, the health of the rural population during the 
year was satisfactory on the whole. 


CHAPTER Vni. . 

Malaria. 

During the year 18,371 cases of malaria were treated against 13,561 in the 
preceding year. The Sub-Committee formed to carry out a, survey and anti- 
malarial campaign in- the Ajmer city area are doing satisfactory woffe^ particularly 
in co-relating the efforts of the . various- bodies .doing anti-malarial i^ork in the 
'nfea. * ■ “ • 
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CHAPTER IX. 


Maternity and Childwwelfare. 

During the year undei report the branches of the Lady Chelmsford League 
for maternity and child-welfare functioned at the places named below : — 

Ajmer. — Child-welfare and Maternity work was carried on at the Dai Khana, 
Ajmer, by a European Matron with one fully trained assistant under the supervi- 
sion of the lady doctor in charge of the Women’s Scottish Mission Hospital, Ajmer. 

At the commencement of the year there were 10 dais in the Dai Training 
Class. ^ 10 new pupils joined the class making a total of 20 in aU. Out of these 
10 pupils left and thus there remained 10 at the close of the year. 4 pupils in the 
2nd year (final) and 4 in the 1st year were examined and declared passed. The

The total amount spent during -the year by this centre was Rs. 10,981-1. 

Nasirabad . — The welfare work was managed by a Committee consisting of 
about 18 members. There was no health visitor nor a nurse specially' kept for 
this work. The staff of the 'Women’s hlission Hospital rendered some services. 

Kehri. — ^Welfare work in Kekri has come almost to a stand-still since 1936 
as the Sub-Divisional Officer of the place did not wish to carry it on. 

Tadgarh . — ^As a branch was opened only a few months back no particular 
• work of any importance could be undertaken. 


CHAPTER X. 

School Hygiene and Medical inspection of school children. 

No regular scheme for the medical inspection of school children has so far 
been introduced in the District for want of funds. There arc a few schools which 
have some sort of medical inspection for their children. In the Government High 
School, Ajmer, at the annual inspection a thorough examination from every aspect 
was done, and every one with any ailment which w'as likely to result seriously, 
was weeded out and kept under special supervision, entered in a special register 
and parents duly informed. Advice regarding diet, exercise and treatment both 
preventive and curative was also 'given at the time of inspection. 

The average attendance at the school clinic was 40 which included ulcers, 
wounds, Bronchitis, Influenza, abdominal pain, headaches, etc. 

The doctor in charge of the Central Jail, Ajmer, looks after the health of 
the boys in the Government Normal School which is a residential one. He visits 
the school twice a week and provides facilities to students to consult him on any 
other day, if needed. -The school- has a small dispensary of its own. The doctor 
treated 204 patients in.thc year under report. The school was free from contam- 
ous or infectious diseases. For the sake of the students* health the school has the 
system of compulsory evening games and physical drill exercises every day in tho 
morning. 

The additional Civil Surgeon and tho Assistant Surgeon visit the Govern- 
ment College and the Government High School Hostels to look after the general 
health of tho students and other hunates. 

There is no regular medical ii^pcction system in the Moinia Islamia High 
School, Ajmer, but for the last one or two years the school has been maintaining 
records of boys with regard to height, weight, chest, etc. 

Almost all important schools hold Junior Red Cross classes and Ambulance 
work is also done at some centres. Such classes are also hold in rural Secondary 
Schools where Sub-Assistant Surgeons are available. 

Hygiene forms part of the subjects of the curriculum meant for Anglo Verna- 
cular schools. 


CHAPTER XI. 

Health propaganda. Red Cross Society. 

The Ajmer-Merwara district branch of the Indian Red Cross Society worked 
under the Secretaryship of Rai Sahib P. B. Josbi and Joint Secretaryship of Dr. M. 
L. Talwar. 

The Rajputana Provincial Branch of tho India Red Cross Society gave grants 
as usual in cash to several hospitals, dispensaries and welfare centres in Ajmer- 
Merwara, the training of nurses and dais was continued and the society contri- 
buted towards their pay. 

• Miss Norah Hill, the Organising Secretary of the All India Red Cross Society, 
' paid a visit in August 1937 and during her stay in Ajmer for 2 days she visited 

. c 
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six boys’ and girls’ scbools to see their Junior Red Cross Group activities. Her 
remarks are useful to workers in future for enabling them to direct their energies 
on correct lines. 

Out of the District Branch share of the Silver Jubilee Rund, a contribution 
of Rs. 16,770 was made towards the construction of a Maternity home proposed 
to be built in Ajmer. This work has been entrusted to a Special Committee.

CHAPTER Xni. 

Vaccination (ISST^SS). 

The total number of persons vaccinated in Ajmer-Merwara (including the 
Nasirabad Cantonment) was 30,723 (16,739 in rural and 14,984 in mrban areas) 
against 24,931 (13,209 in rural and 11,722 in urban areas) during the last year 
showing an increase of 6,792. 

During the year under report the total ^number of primary vaccinations was 
27,065 (15,731 in rural and 11,334 in urban areas) against 22,025 (13,202 in rural 
and 8,823 in urban areafe), and that of primary successful vaccinations 26,508 
.(16,043, in -rural and 10,866 in urban areas) against 21,218 (13,146 in rural and 
B,072 in ruban areas), in the preceding year. 

The aggregate of both primary vaccinations and revaccinations was 30,948 
(16,745 in rural and 15,203 in urban areas) in comparison to 25,350 (13,231 in rural 
and 12,119 in urban areas) during the last year showing an increase of 6,598. 

The number of Vaccinators employed during the year was the same as last' 
year, viz., 10 in rural and 6 in urban areas of the district. The average number of 
vaccinations performed by .each vaccinator was 1,920 as against 1,568 in the pte- 
ceding year. ^ 
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The number of persons successfuUy vaccinated per mille of population was 
63*76 (41*17 in rural and 80*28 in urban areas) as compared with 43*37 (34*04 in 
rural and 61*78 in urban areas) in the previous year. 

During the year imder review the total expenditure was Rs. 8,127-9-9 and 
the average cost of each successful vaccination was 62 pies as compared with 
8,213-9-0 and 05 pies respectively in the preceding year.

Bharalpvr. — ^The total number of births recorded in Bharatpur State was 
11,790, as against 13,216 in the preceding year. 

Bikaner. — The total number of births recorded in Bikaner City was 601, giving 
a ratio of 0*60 per mille of population, as compared with 628, wth a ratio of 6*96, 
in the previous year. 

The total number of births recorded in district towns was 725, giving a ratio 
of 6* 58 per mille of population, as compared with 986, with a ratio of 7*38, in the 
previous year. 

' Jaipur. — The total number of births recorded in Jaipur City was 4,307, giving 
SL ratio of 37*88 per mille of population, os compared with 4,666, with a ratio of 
32*36, in the previous year. The records of births in the remainder of the State 
are reported to be incomplete, 

Karauli. — ^The number of births registered was 1,860, os against 1,904 in 
the previous year.

Deaths, 

Bikaner State. — The total number of deaths recorded in Bikaner City and 
' district municipal towns were 931 and 664 respectively as against 1,456 and 897 
in the year 1936, giving per mille of population a death rate of 12-27 in Bikaner 
city and 4*97 in district towns as against 19*20 and 6*70 respectively in the pre- 
• ceding year. 

Jaipur. — 5,462 deaths were recorded in Jaipur City during the year under 
report, as against 6,465,' giving a death rate per mille of population of 37*88 as 
^.gainst 37*83, in the preceding year. 
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More than half of the total mortality occurred among children under 5 years 
of age. The months of highest mortality were May, June and December. 

Karauli . — ^The number of deaths recorded was 1,805, as against 1,839, giving 
a ratio of 12' 80 per thousand of population as compared with 13-08 last year.

Similar information in respect of other States is not available. 

In Sirohi State it is reported that the three main causes of deaths from disease 
are fevers, and abdominal and respiratory diseases. Much of the sickness and 
mortality are due to diminished power of resistance and to insanitary habits and 
surrormoings. Bye and skin diseases widely prevailed. Guineaworm is also 
prevalent in those parts of the State where Baoris or step-wells exist. 

Leprosy . — ^In Mewar State 30 cases (28 outdoor and 2 indoor) of Leprosy 
were treated. As these patients were irregular in their attendance no results 
as to the efEect of their treatment could be obtained. 

Out of 8 cases treated at the outdoor clinics of dispensaries in the Sirohi 
State only one derived some benefit. 

6 oases were treated at the outdoor clinic in the Abbott Hospital, Jhalawar. 

Rabies . — ^Information about anti-rabio work done has been received from 
the following Centres in Bajputana : — 

1. Alwar. 6. Kotah. 

2. Bharalpui. 6. Karauli. 

3. Jaipur. 7 . Mewar. 

4. Jodhpur. 8. Sirohi. 

In Alwar 37 patients were treated. 

• 84 patients were treated at the Centre at Bbaratpur. Of these 64 received 
complete treatment, 22 left with incomplete treatment and 8 were given advice 
onlj-^ as anti-rabic treatment was not considered necessary in those cases. 

84 cases were treated at the anti-rabic centre at the Mayo Hospital, Jaipur. 

107 out-patients attended the anti-rabic centre at Jodhpur but manv of th«»m 
did not accept treatment. ^ 

Kot^^ treated at the anti-rabic centre attached to the City Hospital, 

Hospitol*'^*^* treated in Karauli State in the outdoor department of the Sadar 
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' In Mewar 147 cases of all classes - were treated as compared with 106 in the 
previous year. 

Ini the 2 centres in Sirohi State 10 cases of .rabies were treated with success 
as against 19 in the preceding year. 


CHAPTER IV. 

Epidemiology. 

BJiaratpur . — ^This State accounted for one case of cholera, 8 cases of enteric 
fever and 3 cases of cerebrospinal fever. There was no mortality. There were 
22 cases of smaU-pox out of which 4 proved fatal. 

Bikaner . — ^There was no epidemic disease except a few sporadic cases of smaU- 

pox. 

Jaipur . — The State was free from epidemic diseases with the exception of 

(o) a few stray cases of small-pox in 16 villages and towns of Jaipur State including 
the city proper and of (6) cholera in a milder form in the city of Jaipur, Chomu 
and its surrounding Dhanies and small villages. In Jaipur City cholera prevailed 
from the middle of July to 1st week of September.

CHAPTER VI. 

(Urban Sanitation includingr notiHed areas.) 

Municipal water supplies. 

The sanitary condition of the cbiof cities in the Statbs of Rajputana is report- 
ed to be improving. There is practically no improvement in that of the district 
towns. Water supply in most of the tornis is unsatisfactory. 

In Bundi City the whole of the Bazar has been stone paved and roads are 
regularly sprinkled vitb water. 

The water supply in Jaipur City is under the supervision of the stall of the 
Central State Laboratory of the jMedical Department. Water is treated and 
purified by a filtmtion plant of up-to-date type. Filtered water is supplied at 
the rate of 8-8 gallons per bead per daj* to Jaipur Citj’ ns against 8*4 gallons in 
the preceding year. 

Tbo general sanitation of Jaipur City is being improved on modern lines. 
Automatic self-flushing urinals have been constructed for public use. 

In the city of Kotab filtered water is supplied to the public. 

j. source of water supply in Sirohi State is from deep wells which are perio- 

.mcally treated with Potash Permanganate and bj' chlorination. Step wells have 
been converted into draw wells unth the object of removing existing guineaworm 
mfection. 


CHAPTER Vn. 
Rural Sanitation. 


Little or nothing is being done for the improvement of village sanitation in 
many of the States of Rajputana. In some of the larger States, however, new 
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, schemes for Rufal Development are being taken in band, so that an appreciable 
improvement in tbe state of rural sanitation may be looked forward to in future. 
One of tbe States wbicb bas introduced sucb a scheme is Jaipur where the Kevenue 
Department is taking an active part in co-operating with the State Medical De- 
partment in introducing public health measures. 

PerUtbffarh State . — The revenue authorities, i.e., Girdawars, Patwaries, etc., 
concentrate on the removal of manure, excreta, etc., from within inhabited areas to 
sites where it can be trenched and stored for agricultural purposes. 

In Sirohi State rural sanitation is being supervised by Medical Officers who 
• also give lectures to villagers on elementary, hygiene and prevention of disease. 

The health of the rural population so far as reported, is satisfactory. 


CHAPTER Vra. 

Malaria. 

Malaria is common in every part of the Indian States of Hajputana. During 
the year 445,660 cases of malaria were treated as against 433,217 in the previous 
year. 

In some of the States anti-malarial measures were carried out. Quinine and 
Cinchona powders were distributed free to the general public through Tahsildars, 
Sub-Inspectors of Police, Taluqdars, Patwaries, etc. 


CHAPTER K. 

Maternity and Cluld Welfare Activities. 

Maternity and Child Welfare work was carried out at Bharatpxir, Jaipur, 
Jhalawar, Jodhpur, Kotah, Sirohi and Tonk.

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JJialaicar . — Tlicrc is a Maternity Child Welfare Centre in Brijnawar. A 
midwife is employed in the Centro who attends a oonsidorablo number of delivery 
•cases free of charge. A couxso of lectures on first aid to the injured has been start- 
ed in all the English Schools. 

Jodhjmr . — ^It is reported that the local branch of the Lady Cliolmsford League 
•had a very succcBsiul year, a larger iminbcT oi cases 'having been dealt -with than 
in the previous year. 

Kotah . — The work of the two Cliild Welfare Centres in the city was as usual 
carried out by a sub-committee of ladies under the auspices of the Local Indian 
. Led Cross Sociot}'. Every month babies were weighed and examined at the 
Centro and their mothers advised with regard to child rearing, etc. Glaxo and 
Ostolin'with Vitamin D worth Es. 357-15-3 were distributed regularly to weak 
babies. Miss Norah Hill, Organizing Secretary of the Indian Red Cross Society, 
gave lectures to local ladies on health subjects which were much appreciated. 

SiroJii . — Maternity and Child Welfare work was carried out by a Lady Doctor 
with 2 MiduiveS and Nurses who attend confinements amongst the poor giving 
necessary advice to prospective mothers with regard to the management of preg- 
nancy and to improved methods of rearing children. 

Tonic . — A baby show was held in the Centre on the 6th and 0th April when 
children, on the regular roll and from the city were judged and prices distributed 
amongst them. ®ie work of the centre was carried out by a Matron with 2 dais. 

• ■ The Maternity w'ork was much appreciated by all classes of people aud the institu- 
tion is reported to be growing more and more popular. 

No reports have been received from other States. 


CHAPTER X. 

School Hygiene and Medical Inspection of School Children. 

A school medical officer and woman doctor examine boys of the_ different 
schools and colleges, both for boj-s and girls in Jaipur City. Medical inspection 
has been extended to boys’ schools in the districts and is being conducted by the 
medical officers in charge of district dispensaries as in the preceding year. The 
parents of such students whose health was found to be defective were advised 
accordingly and cases of infectious diseases were brought to the notice of the school 
authorities concerned and the State Public Health Department. 

The school medical officer at Jaipur gave .5 magic lantern demonstrations to 
boys of the citj* schools. 

Jodhpur,— r'Siio medical inspection of school children by the school medical 
officer and Red Cross doctors continued this year as usual. The Rajputana 
Schools First aid tournament was held in Jodhpur in September for the 1st time, 
which was the chief activity of the local branch of the Indian Red Cross Society. 

Kolali . — ^As usual lectures, on First aid to the injured w'ere delivered to students 
in .most of the schools. ^ 321 students appeared at the various examinations of St. 
John* Ambulance Association and 187 passed and received cortificatos. Arrange- 
incnts for athletic sports and games are satisfactory in all' schools of the State. 

Portahflarh. — •'She general health oi the students was good during the year. 
The periodical medical examination proved useful in bringing about an improve- 
ment in the general health' of the boys.' 

Sirolii. — Sanitary condition of schools .was .found satisfactory and medical 
inspectioU'|was. done twice a year .as usual.. Measurements were -xocorded of the 
height, -weight and chest of all .boys .and defects were .pointed out to their guar- 
dians. .First aid was taught in schools. , Boy-Scouts are reported to be doing 
excellent work'm Slrohi. ' 

.CHAPTER XI. 

< -propaganda. 

. The*‘Rajputana- ProvinciarBranCh-of^the lndian Red-Gross Society -continued 
its activities under the Secretaryship of R. B. Shiv CharoxuDas. . .Gironts as usual 
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were given in cash to several hospitals, dispensaries, etc. Rs. 60 and Rs. 400 were 
contributed I towards the relief of sufierers in Spain and the Anti-Tuberculosis 
clinic 'to- be I opened at Ajmer, respectively. 

There are O-branohes working under the Rajputana Provincial Branch, namely, 
Ajmer, Udaipur, Tonk, Bundi, Jhalawar and Dholpur. They are working satis- 
factordy but there is still room for improvement. 

The’ total receipts of the branch wereR.s. 6,941 and expenditxixe amounted to 
Rs. 6,728. . • ’ ■ ' 

The Ajmer District Branch organized a Red Cross Day this year. This was 
•the second of its kind in the annals of the District Branch. The Women’s day was 
held on the 23rd and the Men’s day on the 24th January 1937. The day was 
a successful one and brought a substantial income of Rs. 2,150 to the funds of the 
Society.

The total number of primary vaccinations was 360,578 of which • 644 ; 89 2‘ 
were successful against 340,380 primary and 310,198 successful operations in 
the preceding year. 

30*03 per thousand of population in States were successfully vaccinated against 
28*48 during the previous year. 

The average number of vaccinators employed and the persons vaccinated by 
each vaccinator was 212 and 1,738 respectively as compared with 209 and 1,670 
during the last year. 

The total expenditure on vaccination in .the States amounted to Rs. 97,645 
against Rs. 96,838 in the preceding year. The average cost of each successful 
case was 54 pies.

SECTION I. 

Hospitals and Dispensaries in Ajmer-Merwara. 

Ajmer-Merwaia is a small part of British India in the centre of Eajputana 
ivith an area of 2,710-680 square miles and a population of 560,292. There are 
only 6 towns, vie., Ajmer, Beawar, Hasirahad, Xekri and Deoli with populations 
of 119,524, 28,342, 21,397, 7,179 and 3,757 persona, respectively. 

The rural area consists of 457 Khalsa villages with a population of about 
200,000, 50 Jagir villages with a population of about 30,000 and 240 Istainrari 
villages with about 150,000 inhabitants. 

There are no public Government hospitals and dispensaries in Ajmer-Mer- 
wara. The medical facilities oonast of State-aided Hospitals and Dispensaries 
in rural and urban areas, one Mission Women’s Hospital at Ajmer, one Municipal 
Pemale Hospital at Beawar and one Municipal Dispensary at Ajmer. 

The year under report opened and also closed with 10 State-aided hospitals 
and dispensaries, out of which 6 are in urban and 4 in rural areas.

31 by opium) and '7 'deaths as against 1,083 (including 32 by opium) and 2 deaths 
in the preNuous j’uar.

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Labour cases. 

177 labour cases were treated during the year in tbe State-aided Hospitals 
and Dispensaries including 61 abnormal as against 153 including 48 abnormal 
in 1936. These figures do not include the numbers treated in the Mission Hospital 
and Dai Khana in Ajmer City. 

In the Hailway Hospital and Dispensaries at Ajmer 1,054 indoor and 36,399 
outdoor patients were treated 20 major and 2,780 minor operations were per- 
formed. 


Income and Expenditure. 

During the year the receipts amounted to Rs. 1,23,650 (of which a sum of 
Rs. 55,002 was contributed by Government) and expenditure to Rs. 1,22,181 as 
against Rs. 1,76,749 and Rs. 1,70,937 respectively in the preceding year. 

As compared with the previous year the receipts decreased by Rs. 52,099 and 
expenditure by Rs. 48,766. 

The average cost of each case treated amormted to Rs. 0-9-9 per annum as 
against Rs. 0-14-6 in the preceding year. 


Personnel Proceedings and office. 

The post of the Chief Medical Officer, Rajputana and Civil Surgeon, Ajmer- 
.Merwara, was held by Lt.-Col. R. Hay, I.M.S., throughout the year under report. 

Dr. C. L. Anderson held the post of the Additional Civil Surgeon, Ajmer- 
. Merwara, from the 1st January to the 5th December 1937, when he was succeeded 
by Dr. S. N. Eate, I.M.D. 

Rai Sahib Dr. Suraj Narain Mathui and Rai Sahib Dr. Suraj Narain Agarwal 
were Assistant Surgeons at Ajmer and Beawar respectively. Rai Sahib Dr. Suraj 
Narain Mathur, Assistant Surgeon, Victoria Hospital, Ajmer, was sent for Post- 
Graduate training to the Government Opthalmic Hospital, Madras, for a period 
of 3 months from the 1st April 1937.

6 for vaccine and Rs. 6 for the centre charges) while patients 
icom the States are charged at the rate of Rs. 13 per patient {viz., Rs. G for the 
vaccine and Rs. 7 -for the centre charges). Anti-rabic treatment charges of in- 
digent patients are recovered from the authorities who send them while those 
from the patients who can afford to pay are levied direct at the centre. 

Diet charges to poor patients and their attendants (at the rate of 0-6-0 per 
day to an adult and 0-3-0 per day to a minor) are paid from this centre on the 
authority of the officer who sends them and the amount spent on diet is recovered 
with other bids from the authority sending patients for treatment.

SECTION 1. 


Bevieto of the Annual Administration Report of the Central Jail, Ajmer, 

for the year 1987. 

General . — ^The cliatge o£ the office of the Superinteudent, Ceutral Jail, Ajmer, 
•was held by Lt.-Col. R. Hay, throughout the year. 

2. At the beginning of the year there were 352 prisoners including 86 under- 
trial, while at the end of the year there were 335 prisoners including 69 undertrial. 

3, The number of prisoners admitted during the year was 1,519 as compared 
with 1,G2G in the previous year. Of these 564 were convicts, 939 vmder-trial and 
1 G cml prisoners. There was an increase in the daily average of prisoners as shown 
below, a decrease in that of imdor-trials, and an increase in civil prisoners.

9. Conduct of prisoners. — ^The number of jail punishments of all kinds inflicted 
was 78, a notable decrease on the 147 during the preceding year. All these were 
dealt with by the Superintendent, Central Jail. Corporal punishment was 
inflicted on 2 prisoners. 

10. Escapea. — There was no escape during the year. 

11. Health. — ^There were 2 deaths. The number of prisoners admitted to 
the Jail hospital was 123. The previous year’s figure was 142. Of the convicts 
passing out of the Jail during the year 264 (61*7 per cent.) gained weight in the 
jail, 100 (20*6 per cent.) lost weight and 137 (27*9 per cent.) remained about the 
same. 

.12. Juvenile prisoners. — ^At the beginning of the year there was no juvenile 
prisoner. Eighteen were received during the year under review, out of which 
14 were released leaving 4 at the close of the year. 

Juvenile prisoners were on release invariably made over to their lawful 
guardians or to the Police to be sent to their homes. Juveniles are confined in 
separate cells during the night. 

13. Jail manufacture. — ^According to the pro forma account the gross earnings 
from Jail manufactures amounted to lls. 1,644-11-10 ascompared with Rs. 2,463-7-3 
in the previous year. The decrease is due to the fact that fewer orders were 
received during the year. 

14. Guarding and mainUtining. — ^The total expenditure incurred in guarding 
and maintaining the prisoners including those imder-trial amounted to 
Rs. 47,476-13-11 as compared with Rs. 44,412 last year. The average cost per 
prisoner in the jail during the year under review was Rs. ISl^lO as against 
Rs. 126-7 in the preceding year. The increase is under the heads Dietary and 
Hospital charges which is mainly duo to the special and extra diets given in con- 
centrated form to 18 detenus of the Deoli Detention Jail transferred .to undergo 
their sentences under section 62 of the Prisoners Act. Unfavourable rates of 
articles of food also account for the increase. 

16. The garden supplied for prisoners 665 fnaunds 16 seers and 10 chataoks 
of vegetables valued at Rs. 1,414-2.
